Cettinje. 
(By Mail )—Montenegro, 
smallest, poorest and most barren of 
the 
Balkan 
States, 
is tasting , the 
fruits of 
American 
enterprise 
and 
generosity. The United States 
Food 
Administration and the American Red 
Cross have sent hundreds of tons of 
flour, clothing, shoes 
and medicines 
into 
this 
desolate 
little ‘country, 
which 
lias 
never 
yielded sufficient 
from its soil to support the JOO,OOO 
sturdy mountaineers who make their 
homes here. 
The presence of America’s two big 
relief agencies not only has am eliorat­ 
ed conditions among the destitute, but 
it has resulted in a IOO per cent de­ 
crease in the prices of all the 
neces­ 
saries of life. 
The Food Adm inistra­ 
tion is selling a part of its flour at 
cost. To those not able to pay the 
flour is given free. 
There are two companies of Ameri­ 
can troops here, whose principal work 
has been 
in putting down 
incipient 
revolutions among disaffected Monte- ' 
negrin soldiers. Recently a large body 
of 
Montenegrin 
revolutionists 
sur­ 
rendered 
to a small 
detachment of 
American 
doughboys. 
The 
revolu­ 
tionists 
were 
disarm ed and 
then 
pressed into service by the Americans 
to unload supply bpats from the Am­ 
erican Red Cross. They were compen­ 
sated in flour and 
were eager after 
that to secure permanent employment 
in the 
Red Cross. Each man re­ 
ceived six pounds of flour a day. 
Cettinje, which 
formerly was the 
capital of Montenegrin, is situated in 
a little valley almost completely sur­ 
rounded by 
high 
mountains. 
The 
town has much the appearance of a 
Mexican city with its wide streets and 
low red-tiled buildings. 
Near the cen­ 
ter of the city is the palace of King 
Nicholas, who although now in Paris, 
is 
struggling hard 
to retain 
his 
throne. 
In 
a 
sumptuous 
building 
formerly 
occupied 
by 
the 
Crown 
Prince, the American Red 
Cross has i 
established a hospital. 
In one home visited 
by the cor­ 
respondent, there was a mother of J 
three children lying on a bcd of straw 
on the floor and dying of pneumonia. | 
A girl of twenty rested on a m attress j 
of bags 
near the door. 
Her hands ■ 
were tied. She was insane. Tho o th -1

children, 
suffering

m alaria and m alnutrition, were 
hud­ 
dled close to a feeble fire of charcoal 
embers. 
The father, who had lost a 
leg in the war, sat disconsolately on a 
log. 
There was not a morsel of food 
in the house. 
In the town of Podgoritza, where 
the 
American Red Cross has a hospi­ 
tal and soup kitchen, the correspon­ 
dent 
noted 
two children 
gnawing 
ravenously on a dog’s hone which they 
had picked up in the street. 
To help the American Red Cross in 
relieving the 
w idespread 
distress 
among the poor, United States Army 
officers 
urn! 
soldiers, 
recently 
re­ 
leased from 
.service 
in France, are 
being employed. A number of female 
physicians attached to the 
American 
Women’s Hospital, New 
York, 
also 
lire being used. 
Of 15,000 
Montene­ 
grins who migrated to the 
United 
States, more than 
half returned to 
right for their country. The influence 
of 
these Montenegrin-Americans 
is 
felt everywhere. 
How 
completely the 
Americans 
have penetrated the country is shown 
by the fact that in every large town 
American flags may be seen flying 
from storehouses and 
soup kitchens 
established by the 
American 
Red 
Cross.

“The council’s 
handling of the Flume question seems 
all the more reason why China’s claim 
should he upheld.” 
Under the settlem ent effected by 
tile “ Big Three” Japan will return 
Kiao Chau and the Shantung Peninsu­ 
la to China but will retain valuable 
mineral and railway concessions in 
Shantung and certain rights iii the 
port of Tsing Tao. 
Furtherm ore, the 
Chinese will receive these territories 
back only when Japan is ready to re­ 
turn them, making this phase of the 
settlem ent purely 
a China-Japaneso 
m atter. 
President Wilson, as was pointed 
out yesterday believes the league of 
nations eventually will oust all big 
government 
concessionaires 
from 
China, thus turning what at present 
appears to be a Japanese victory into 
a victory for China.
